2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claim 4 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Huang (US Patent 5,869,837). Huang discloses a method of 
manufacturing a radiation detector including depositing readout and upper electrodes and an amorphous selenium layer. 

Claims 1-3 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art docs not teach or fairly suggest a radiation 
detector with the specific positioning of the detection sheets. 

Claims 1-4 the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can be 
made or used in industry.
